1 . I am the sole inventor of the subject matter recited in the pending claims of the 
above-identified patent application, as amended by the Amendment filed herewith. 

2. Prior to December 23, 1998, 1 completed my invention as described and claimed 
in the subject application in this country, as evidenced by the following. 

a. Prior to December 23, 1998, 1 conceived the idea of a camera that 
included a display and was configured to present images on the display in 
accordance with sensed motion of the camera. 

b. The Invention Disclosure document attached hereto as Exhibit A contains 
a description of multiple implementations of the idea of U 2. a. 

c. Page 1 of Exhibit A includes a DATE RCVD field with a date prior to 
December 23, 1998.

i. A second working prototype of the idea off 2.a was completed 
approximately two months after the completion date of the prototype described in 
Exhibit C. The features of the second prototype are described in a set of slides 
attached hereto as Exhibit D. These slides were presented during a confidential 
meeting internal to Hewlett-Packard Company approximately three months after 
the second prototype was completed. 

3. Each of the dates deleted from Exhibits A and B is prior to December 23, 1998. 

4. Each of the dates deleted from Exhibit C is approximately eight months from the 
date of the slide set of Exhibit B.
